CLAIM OF RAILWAY MOGULS 


Form«r Ohio Man, Now Traffic 'Man- 


ager of the Southern and' Union' Pa- 
cific System*, Called to the Stand. 
Endeavors to Parry the Thrusts of 
the Government'* Attorneys. 


Chicago, Jan. 10. — Attorneys Sever- 


ance and Kellogg, representing the 
government, made determined efforts 
to induce two traffic managers. J. C. 
StubuS ot the Southern and Union Pa- 
cific-systems and J. M. Hannaford of 
the Northern Pacific, to admit that a 
concentration of ownership meant the 
stifling ot competition . in railroad 
traffic.- 


Both of the railway representatives 


contended, that, despite .the 
con-" 


solidation of interests that has taken 
place between the Union Pacific land 
the Southern Pacific and between the 


- Northern Pacific and the Great North- 
"":*~'i, ;';• repetition between the lines, 


which ^." ••^.--i one ownership, is 
as sharp as it ever was. 


The examination of Stubbs covered 


all points connected with the history 
and traffic ararngetnents of the South- 
ern Pacific, Union Pacific, Central Pa- 
cific and many of the allied lines un- 
der control of E. H. Hariman. Stubbs 
asserted from first to last that the 
Union Pacific never had been an ac- 
tive competitor of the Southern Pa- 
cific on California business, for the 
reason that it had- no outlet beyond 
Ogden over, its own rails direct to Cal- 
ifornia. Such competition, he said, as 


: existed between the two roads, -is still 
Jir: existfeace. K The 'Uiiion Pacific, "he 
claimed, is but ft link in transporta- 
tion,; between the Missouri river and 
California, and not a separate and in- 
dependent line. In his opinion it 
never occupied the latter position so 
far as through traffic was concerned. 
When asked if he did not believe 
that a railroad which has a large sur- 
plus, and is paying 10 per cent divi- 
dends is not In a position to favor the 
public with lower rates than it has in 
effect at the present time, Stubbs said 
that if the Union Pacific was the road 
under consideration he would urge 
members of the interstate commerce 
commission and their attorneys to re- 
member that while the Union Pacific 
may be prosperous now, its stockhold- 
ers had 
experienced 
many "lean 


years," and that there was no human 
guarantee that .the present satisfac- 
tory conditions in railroad 
traffic 


throughout the country wouu. be in- 
definitely maintained. 


On .the ..subject of stifling competi- 


tion, Stubbs declared that it was not 
possible for this to he done, no matter 
who owned the parallel lines ..under 
consideration. Subordinates, with rep- 
utations to make or to sustain, wouljrl 
•work for .the interesta of their lines 
against 'all other lines, and competi- 
tion must therefore inevitably follovr. 
He; asserted 
;that, James J. Hill is 


probably the leading: railroad man in 
this country, but that he can not abol- 
ish. competition between the Northeirn 
Pacific and the Great Northern bp- 
cause of ..the personal spirit of the 
men he employs. "If Mr. Hill takes 
that spirit out of his men." said 
Stubbs with .much emphasis, :"he 
might as well .hand the management 
ot. his railroads o^er to ?JOO clerk." 
Stubbs I«f an OhipVman. Tils formei* 
home being at Ashland, O. Hannaford 
on the stand expressed similar views 
regarding the stifling of competition.

Flat 
Rate Pension Urged For All 


Veterans Who Fought in the Civil 
War—Bill to Limit Hours of Rail- 
road Men—News of the National 
Capital. 


Washington, Jan. 10. — The house, 


in committee.of the whole, having the 
army appropriation bill under consid- 
eration; .refused by vote of 50 to 27, to 
strike out an itemiof ?1,000,000 for the 
purpose of. paying expenses of regi- 
ments, battalions,'squadrons and bat- 
teries ofyjthe organized militia "to par- 
ticipate, fait such "brigade or division 
enca.mpment* '.as may be established 


• for'field instruction of regular army 
troops. Representative Hay (Va.) in-, 
sisted that the maneuvers do not 
amount to much arid said that so far 
as the maneuvers held in Virginia 
were concerned they were a farce. 


At this point of the debate Repre- 


sentative Grosvenor of Ohio enlivened 
the house by relating the story of the 
encampment in 1905, near his home in 
Athens, O. -. He said he served foiir 
years and upward in the army at .a 
time of active war, and that with a 
single exception he never saw any 
regiment, brigade, .division, battery or 
squadron n.aneuvef either in camp or 
in battle on any of the magnificent 
plans and detail they undertook to 
perform at his home. "I do not know," 
he said, "what was other people's ex- 
perience at the town where I live, but- 
I know that we never want to see any 
regular 
conglomerate performance 


such as that corrie. near us again." 
Grosvenor then\4ffll<l what_ happened 
at the encampment:-- He said there 
was always an irritation and conflict 
between farmers' sons and merchants' 
clerks and men of the regular army. 
Some trouble happened in Athens and 
a soldier of the regular battery was 
arrested for being., drunk and disor- 
derly. A friend located him in jail. 
That night 50 to 75 members of the 
battery to which the prisoner be- 
longed slipped out of camp, organized 
themselves into a small force, march- 
ed up to town and into the jail, and 
as they w.ere about, to attack a guard 
of infantry commanded by a young 
officer, a corporal or a sergeant of the 
state guard, ordered them to halt, 
when 50 or 60 shots were flred and he 
fell dead in the street. "There never 
was a man punished for anything con- 
nected 
with it," said 
Grosvenor. 


"There never was an officer called on 
to report and there never was any re- 
port made by the captain or other 
commanding officers of that regular 
battery, and the feeble attempt of the 
local authorities to punish the men 
who committed that cold-blooded mur- 
der was utterly futile for reasons I do 
not care to go Into just at this time 
under 
the 
surrounding 
circum- 


stances." He charged that the war 
department; in addition to the regular 
officers and men, had taken up the 
cudgel In opposition to the authorities 
and in opposition to the militia of the 
state. 


In view of the fact that the senate 


agreed to vote at 3 o'clock Thursday 
on the bill limiting hours of service of 
railroad employes, considerable time 
was devoted -in the senate to that 
measure. Senator Lafollette declared 
that the measure has .the indorsement 
of national organizations of all classes 
of railway employes, and that the op- 
position manifested came from em- 
ployes coerced by the railroads to pre- 
sent protests. Senators Dolliver and 
Brandeges offered 
substitutes, and 


•early .every senator who has spoken 
-qn th,e measure suggested amend- 
Bieats to'the. measure, so that there 
are a large number of amendments to 
%• disposed of before the vote on the 
WH "will -be reached.

her. When asked what she thought 
her prospects were for being exoner- 
ated of the crime with which she is 
charged she replied, "I haven't any 
•nope at all." 


Mrs. Bordenkircher had . "jut 
one 


request to make. She has' her Ifaults 
and they are gr'evqus ones but she 
wishes,it known that she ''s "at least 
honest' and can get credit at any 
store in Coshocton." 
. Concerning the awful tragedy 
at 


her home when her husband's life 
,was ended she said. "L did"-not, do it 
intentionally. 1 only.meant to scare 
him. He was coming after me and I 
didn't want'. him to strike 
me any 


more, po you suppose I wanted 
tf> 


put him out of the way? 
Couldn't 1 


have got a .divorce it' I wanted 
to 


get rid of him?" 


Mrs- Bordenkircher complains that 


the press has not said a word in her 
favor. "I am not all to blame" said 
she. "Mr. Dillin said some things 


that are not true too. 
It wasn't the 


people i'n the church that kicked me 
out. It was Levi and the people at 
my, house W'hb made me qu't going.'to 
church. They laughed at me when I 
went and said it was only a place for 
the girls to catch beans. 
That was 


when I lived clown on Third street." 


"I didn't have any father and moth- 


er to teach me what was right. My 
mother died when I was nine years 
old; 
my father died before I was 


born in New Philadelphia and came 
to Coshocton when I was two years 
old. 
We 1'ved over by the bridge-"

she and Levi took to raise she said: 
"J got her in Columbus. Her name 
was Helen Miller. Her mother was 
a sporting woman and had threaten- 
ed to kill her. I took her and .thought

She 
pj:id she had people who would go 
her bond but that they were 'proba- 
bly waiting until after the grand jury 
got through with the case.
